Mr. Moore was a ripe and Intelli¬ 
gent Christian. He was brought up 
In a Christian home, his father being 
a preacher In the M. E. Church and 
for many years Mr. Moore was an ac¬ 
tive and honored member of that 
communion. On October 3, 1807, he 
united by certificate with the Oak 
Grove Presbyterian Churgh, and 
brought Into that church the tamv 
sturdy faith and active zeal that had 
hitherto characterised hie religious 
life, it was well nigh Inevitable 
that the activities of such a man 
would be In demand for official posi¬ 
tion and soon October 11, 1903 he 
was elected and on November 22nd 
following he was ordained and In¬ 
stalled to the eldership In Oak Grove 
church. By his active and sympa¬ 
thetic loyalty he endeared himself to 
the two pastors who served the church 
during his official connection with It 
and they learned more and more to 
lean on him as on a strong staff.
